Applicant asserts that a mathematical necessity is inherent due to change in 
amount of one or more effect pigment, however, there is no support for changing the 
amount recited in the claim 10. There are many ways to reduce the amount of 
components other than of one or more effect pigment. For example, the amount of 
water and/or an organic solvent or solvent mixture could be 0.5 to 40% by weight or the 
amount of water and/or an organic solvent or solvent mixture could be 0.5 to 45% by 
weight and that of a styrene-modified polyacrylate could be 0.5 to 54.5% by weight. 
Furthermore, applicant didn't change the amounts in claim 19 as in claim 10, and thus 
applicant's assertion based on the mathematical necessity lacks probative value. 

Again, the amended amounts in claim 10 lack support in the originally filed 
specification and thus constitute NEW MATTER. A combination of the original claims 
10 and 26 does not yield the amended claim contrary to applicant's statement. With 
respect to claim 19, a partial entry is not permitted and thus all claims are denied 
of entry.
